PIPER  ASKS  TYPE  CERTIFICATION  FOR  TWIN 
ENGINED  PA-23  STILL  IN  PLAN  STAGE 

Piper  Aircraft  Corp..  Lock  Haven,  Pa.,  has  just  made  ap- 
plication for  type  certification  of  a twin  engined  aircraft  desig- 
nated model  PA-23.  Though  no  data  have  yet  been  dis- 
closed on  the  new  plane  there  is  speculation  in  government 
circles  as  to  whether  the  PA-23  will  be  Piper's  bid  for  the 
feeder  aircraft  market.  Piper  said  it  is  much  easier  to  build 
a plane  first  and  then  draw  blueprints  to  fit  it.  The  “cut  and 
try"  method  was  used  in  designing  the  Vagabond  model,  the 
Piper  president  said,  with  the  result  that  the  design  was  fin- 
ished in  “jig  time."  He  indicated  this  method  will  be  used 
in  designing  future  Piper  planes.  (American  Aviation  Daily) 


CIVIL  DEFENSE 

The  objective  of  civil  defense  is  readiness  for  any  emer- 
gency. Private  aircraft  have  a utility  no  ground  vehicle  can 
provide.  Aircraft  may  be  the  only  mobile  force  able  to  func- 
tion without  interruption  because  of  disaster.  Here  is  what 
pilots  and  plane  owners  should  do  now: 

1.  Use  flight  plans  as  much  as  possible  to  familiarize 
yourself  with  them. 

2.  Get  a two-way  radio  as  soon  as  possible.  VHF  trans- 
mitter preferred. 

3.  Check  your  radio  and  pilot  license.  Be  sure  they 
are  valid. 

4.  Keep  your  plane  in  perfect  condition,  get  those  need- 
ed parts  now. 

5.  Check  to  see  that  your  physical  examination  has  not 
expired. 

6.  Get  your  CAA  pilot  identification  card  as  soon  as 
they  issue  the  forms. 

7.  Be  ready  to  give  your  Air  Coordinator  all  pertinent 
fact3  about  your  aviation  skills  and  full  details  on 
your  plane,  if  you  own  one. 

8.  Encourage  training  and  practice  in  cross-country  fly- 
ing and  simulated  disaster  missions. 

9.  Know  where  the  ADIZ  (aircraft  defense  identification 
zone)  and  restricted  flight  zones  are.  (Wyoming 

Newsletter).

WHATSA  DECELERON  ? ? ? ? 

Northrop  aircraft  is  using  on  its  F-89  all-weather  inter- 
ceptor new  type  control  surfaces  known  as  "decelerons" 
which  do  double  duty  as  ailerons  and  dive  brakes.  Decel- 
erons are  wide-area,  jaw-like  control  surfaces  at  the  outer 
end  of  the  wing  trailing  edge.  In  normal  flight  they  are 
closed  and  function  as  ordinary  ailerons.  In  dives,  jaws 
open  full  for  braking  effect.  They  are  reported  to  be  highly 
effective  and  in  tests  at  Muroc  pilots  brought  the  F-89  in  lor 
"express  elevator"  landings  from  40,000  feet  in  phenomenally 
short  time.  (American  Aviation  Daily)

VHF  FEQUENCY  FOR  AIR  CIVIL  DEF  »E  PROPOSED 

As  a result  ol  suggestions  trom  the  National  Association 
ol  State  Aviation  Ofiiclals  and  other  Interested  agencies,  the 
Federal  Civil  Defense  Administration  has  requested  that  the 
FCC  authorize  the  use  of  a VHF  frequency,  in  the  itinerant  air- 
craft band,  for  civil  defense  communications  between  air- 
craft and  ground  stations.  The  limiting  criterion  is  designed 
to  enable  all  VHF  equipped  aircraft  to  be  used  in  Civil  De- 
fense activities  without  the  necessity  of  installing  additional 
radio  equipment.

NASAO  WANTS  AIRPORTS  OPEN  TO  ALL  PLANES 

State  aviation  officials  do  not  feel  there  is  anything  that 
cannot  be  overcome  "by  intelligent  design  and  adequate 
traffic  control."  that  would  merit  excluding  any  properly 
equipped  civil  plane  from  any  large  airport  because  ol  land- 
ing area  capacity  limitations,  Crocker  Snow,  president  of  Na- 
tional Association  of  State  Aviation  Officials,  told  the  fourth 
annual  meeting  of  Airport  Operators  Council  in  Memphis 
today.  Snow  listed  the  following  steps  that  can  be  taken 
"to  allow  our  busiest  airports  safely  and  efficiently  to  handle 
not  only  today's  but  tomorrow's,  airplane  traffic":  1.  Con- 

struction of  simultaneously  usable  runways  and  taxiways  to 
make  them  effective,  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  high 
traffic  density  airports.  "While  there  doesn't  appear  to  be 
any  immediate  need,  large  numbers  of  small  aircraft  land- 
ings and  take-offs  could  be  provided  for  at  comparatively 
little  expense  on  portions  of  the  airport  area  not  siulable  for 
air  carrier  runways,  or  in  many  cases  at  no  expense  by  using 
inactive  taxiways  or  abandoned  short  runways."  2.  Glid- 
ing, landing  and  runway  taxi  speeds  could  be  prescribed, 
within  reasonable  limits,  whenever  continuing  activity  ap- 
proaches the  capacity  of  any  particular  runway.  This  could 
apply  more  to  small  planes,  which  can  speed  up  easier  than 
large  planes  can  slow  down.  "This  may,  in  some  Instances, 
require  that  high  and  low  speed  traffic  be  kept  on  different 
runways,  with  separate  traffic  patterns.”  3.  Radio  adequate 
for  necessary  traffic  control  may  properly  be  required  of 
planes  using  certain  airports.  As  radar  approach  separation 
becomes  more  effective  this  could  include  airborne  identifi- 
cation beacons.  (American  Aviation  Daily). 


PROPELLER  BLAMED  IN  NWA  ACCIDENT 

Probable  cause  of  the  Northwest  Airlines’  accident  at 
Almelund.  Minn.,  last  October  was  the  "unwanted  reversal" 
of  the  right  propeller,  CAB  said  today.  Accident  involved  a 
Martin  202  aircraft  in  which  all  six  occupants  were  fatally 
injured.  Board  said  the  right  propeller  v/as  found  in  seven  to 
10  degrees  of  reverse  thrust  and  a review  of  evidence  of  a 
similar  occurrence  indicated  that  with  a propeller  in  the 
reverse  thrust  position  the  aircraft  would  assume  dangerous 
flight  characteristics.  CAB  pointed  out  that  the  crew  may  not 
have  realized  that  propeller  had  reversed  in  flight,  but  "it  is 
apparent  that  from  this  point  on  the  crew  was  unable  to  main- 
tain control  of  the  aircraft."  (American  Aviation  Daily, 
April  23). 


DUSTING  CREWS  SENT  TO  PERSIA 

U.  S.  Overseas  Airlines  has  sent  two  Dougles  C-54's 
loaded  with  Piper  Super  Cub  dusters,  Insecticides  and  tech- 
nical personnel  to  Iran  (Persia)  to  combat  a threatened  locust 
infestation.  Aid  is  being  dispatched  by  the  State  Department 
upon  request  of  the  Iranian  prime  minister.  Howard  Piper, 
son  of  W.  T.  Piper  of  Piper  Aircraft  Co.,  is  accompanying  the 
group  as  technical  advisor.  (American  Aviation  Daily). 


ELL  DN  WEATHER  STATION 

The  U.  S.  Weather,  Bureau  advises  that  effective  April 
26th  Elliston  weather  Is  being  reported  three  times  dally: 
7:30,  10:30,,  3:30.  This  weather  is  listed  on  teletype  clrciuts 
under  call  letters  ETM. 

This  service  to  pilots  has  been  made  available  follow- 
ing recommendations  by  the  pilot  groups  in  the  state  and 
action  by  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission.  The  U.  S. 
Weather  Bureau  has  shown  by  this  action  that  the  interest 
of  the  private  pilot  and  non-scheduled  flight  operator  are 
being  considered. 


NYROP  CITES  CIVIL  PLANE  USE  IN  EMERGENCY 

"Civil  aircraft,  both  small  and  large,  have  won  an  es- 
tablished place  in  our  economy,  no  less  in  time  of  national 
emergency  than  in  more  normal  conditions.  The  men  re- 
sponsible for  making  our  mobilization  plans  have  recognized 
the  importance  of  maintaining  civil  flying,"  D.  W.  Nyrop, 
Administrator  of  Civil  Aeronautics  told  the  Los  Angeles 
Chamber  of  Commerce  recently.  He  added  that  a materials 
and  parts  program  had  been  worked  out  for  this  period  of 
limited  mobilization  and,  "if  all-out  mobilization  becomes 
necessary,  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  civil  avialion 
needs  will  continue  to  be  recognized."  (American  Aviation 
Daily). 


LIGHT  PLANES  MAY  BE  EXEMPTED  FROM 
RTCA  EQUIPMENT 

Light  planes  may  not  be  required  to  carry  any  Common 
System  airborne  equipment,  John  M.  Chamberlain,  director 
of  CAB's  Bureau  of  Safety  Regulation  has  indicated.  Princi- 
pal question  which  will  have  to  be  answered  soon,  Chamber- 
lain  said,  Is  what  airborne  equipment  must  any  airspace 
user  install  in  order  to  fly  at  all.  He  stated  that  some  aircraft 
typically  fly  so  low,  so  locally  and  so  far  from  communica- 
tions points  and  control  areas  "that  they  could  not  be  effec- 
tively controlled  if  they  were  equipped."  It  would  be  pos- 
sible. he  indicated,  to  provide  ample  free  space  to  permit 
the  normal  use  of  these  aircraft,  perhaps  even  in  some  en- 
route  areas  at  the  lower  altitudes,  Types  of  aircraft  which 
will  need  to  be  fully  equipped  v/ill  be  for  the  most  part  airline 
aircraft.  (American  Aviation  Daily). 


RADIO  QUESTIONS  IN  COMMERCIAL  PILOT  EXAMS 

In  the  future  commercial  pilot  written  examinations  will 
include  questions  on  radio  including  information  on  tuning 
rcdie  to  appropriate  frequencies  for  various  communications 
and  navigation  functions,  use  of  omi-ranges  and  use  of  ap- 
proved phraseology.  (American  Aviation  Daily). 


SUPER  CUB  "125-
